Time, perhaps, has cooled 
our passion. William of Hohenzollern 
took refuge in Holland. Only with the 
consent of the Dutch Government could 
his person be secured. The Allied Govern- 
ments committed themselves to a demand 
for his extradition. Our own Prime

services at the disposal of the voluntary 
hospitals of the United Kingdom. The 
scheme was explained yesterday by Sir 
Arthur Stanley. Between .¥15 and 1918 
the Joint War Committee of the two 
societies developed an almost perfect 
machinery for the collection of money, and 
was responsible for the establishment and 
maintenance of some 1,600 auxiliary 
hospitals. It now proposes to endow the 
voluntary hospitals with its machinery 
and experience—to do for them in peace 
what it did for our Armies in the war. 
It would make itself responsible for the 
collection of the very large sum which the 
hospitals now require, but do not receive, 
from the general public. At present less 
than ten per cent. of the population sub- 
scribes regularly to hospitals. Sir Arthur 
Stanley computes” that, with proper 
organisation, a million persons could be 
persuaded to subscribe a shilling apiece 
every .week, and two millions sixpence
